The following statement from the Society's Executive Committee can not 
fail, at the present time, to attract special attention : — 

Our Society, in May last, recommended a special increase of its oper- 
ations, as much needed ; and its Committee at once took measures for 
this purpose, with very encouraging prospects up to the time when our 
Corresponding Secretary, hitherto our chief reliance in raising funds, was 
suddenly taken ill, under his accumulated labors, near the first of November, 
and must, for six or twelve months at least, cease from his usual services. 
We must, therefore, rely on our friends for help in this emergency. Decem- 
ber is the usual time for their annual collections and remittances ; and we 
beg to make the following special requests : — 

1 . That Pastors will, some time in December, or in January at farthest, 
bring the subject before their people, for contribution in some form. 
Some churches do this regularly every year, and we should rejoice if they 
would all do so. However small in each case, the total might render im- 
portant aid. 

2. That our regular contributors will not forget to forward their usual 
donations, varying commonly from $1 to $10 and more. The sum for 
membership is $2 a year, which we trust none will delay to forward. Where 
arrearages are due, may we not hope for them also ? 

3. That individuals receiving the Advocate of Peace as subscribers, will 
forward the small sum requisite for this purpose ; small for each one, but 
making an aggregate we cannot well lose. Our members and contributors 
receive the Advocate of Peace without further charge. 

If all our friends would kindly bear in mind these requests without delay, it 
would be a relief in this hour of our need, especially if our largest and most 
reliable supporters will promptly remember us. The cause can have only 
what its friends shall give it ; and the result of this appeal must in part decide 
what can be done for its further prosecution.
